
Chapter Six
NOISE COMPATIBILITY PLAN



The Noise Compatibility Program (NCP)
for Lincoln Airport includes measures to
abate aircraft noise, guide land develop-
ment, and implement and update the
program.  F.A.R. Part 150 requires that
the plan apply to a period of no less than
five years into the future, although it
may apply to a longer period if the spon-
sor so desires.  This NCP has been
developed based on a 10-year planning
period.

The objective of the noise compatibility
planning process has been to improve
the compatibility between aircraft opera-
tions and noise-sensitive land uses in the
area, while allowing the airport to con-
tinue to serve its role in the community,
state, and nation.  The NCP includes
three elements that are aimed at satisfy-
ing this objective.

• The Noise Abatement Element 
includes noise abatement measures 
selected from the alternatives evaluat-
ed in Chapter Four, Noise Abatement 
Alternatives.

• The Land Use Management Element 
includes measures to mitigate or 
prevent noise impact on existing
noise-impacted land uses and future 
land use development in the airport
environs.  Potential land use manage-
ment techniques were evaluated in 
Chapter Five, Land Use Alternatives.

• The Program Management Element
includes procedures and documents 
for implementing the recommended
noise abatement and land use 
measures, monitoring the progress of
the program, and updating the Noise 
Compatibility Program.
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Each  measure of the NCP is summarized
in  Table  6C a t  the end  of th is  chapter .
Included in  the table is a br ief
des cr ipt ion  of each  r ecom m ended
mea su re, the ent ity r esponsible for
implem en t ing each  measure, cost  of each
measu re, p roposed  t iming of measure
implementa t ion , an d poten tia l sources of
funding.

Th is chapter  begins  with  a  discussion  of
a lter na t ives elimina ted  from fur ther
considera t ion  followed by an  eva lua t ion
of those a ltern a t ives considered t o be
viable.

Severa l noise aba tement  an d land u se
a lter na t ives were eva lua ted in  th is
st udy.  These were discussed with  the
Planning Advisory Commit tee (PAC),
loca l citizens , an d govern men t  officia ls.
The following pa ragraph s summarize
th ose a ltern a t ives, presen ted for  fur ther
discussion  with in  Chapters Four  and
Five, wh ich  were elimina ted from
fur ther  considera t ion  a ft er  addit iona l
st udy.

Three noise aba tement  a lternat ives  were
presen ted for  fu r ther deta iled eva lua t ion
wit h in  Ch a p t er  F ou r .  F u r t h er
eva lua t ion  of th ese a lter na t ives r esu lted
in  the elimina t ion  of two of th ese
alt ernat ives.  The fir st  a lter na t ive,
u t ilizing Ru n wa y 17R-35L du r ing
n igh t t ime hours (10:00 p.m. to 7:00 a .m.)
was elimina ted as it  increa sed th e

number  of individua ls impacted by
noise in excess of 65 DNL.

The second a lterna t ive addressed  the
const ruct ion  of a  run -up enclosu re a t
the a irport .  This a lterna t ive was
elimina ted at  th is t ime because a  more
cost-effective a lterna t ive exist ed.  Th eir
cur ren t  run -up policy has remedied the
noise issues  a t  th is  t ime.  This  run-up
policy is discussed with in  the following
sect ion  of th is  chapter .

With in  Chapter  F ive, nine a lter na t ives
a re recommended for  fur ther  ana lysis.
Of these n ine a lter na t ives, one,
Environmen ta l Zoning, was elimina ted
fr om  fu r t h er  con sider a t ion  a ft er
addit iona l st udy.  Th is a lt erna t ive
recommended rest r ict ing residen t ia l
developmen t  with in t he 100-year
floodpla in  conta ined  with in  the Air por t
Environs Noise Dist r ict .  Fu r ther
coordina t ion  with  the City of Lincoln
planning depar tment  indica ted tha t  the
city is cu r rent ly in th e process of
deve lopin g r egu la t ion s r ega r din g
cons t r uct ion  with in t he 100-year
floodpla in  on  a  cit y/county-wide basis;
therefore, the development  of a  zoning
regu la t ion  with in  the Airpor t  Environs
Noise Dist r ict  is n ot n ecessa ry.

The r ema in ing eigh t  a lt erna t ives
recommended for  considera t ion  a re
fur ther  discussed with in th e Land U se
Management  Element  of th is  chapter .

1. Co n t i n u a t i o n  o f  Ai r p o r t ’s
e x is tin g  ru n -u p  n ois e  ab at em e n t
procedures .

D esc ri p t i on .  In  recent  months , the
a irpor t  has changed it s policy regard ing
ru n-ups per formed a t  the a irport .  To
da te, these cha nges ha ve a lleviat ed th e
noise problems resu lt ing fr om a ircra ft
run-up act ivity.

The a irport ’s curren t  run-up policy,
enacted in  March  2002, r equest s t ha t
a ir cra ft  ma intenance a ct ivity which
occurs between  the h ours of 7:00 p .m. to
7:00 a .m. occur  on  the west  side of the
a irpor t  on t he r un -up pa d loca ted on
Taxiway E between  Runway 17R-35L
and the west  apron .  Run-ups conducted
from 7:00 a .m . t o 7:00 p.m. a re a llowed
on th e east  ap ron .  Both  of these
loca t ions a re depicted on  Exh ibit  6A.

Sh ould run-up  act ivity become an  issue
in  the fu tu re, considera t ion  could be
given to either  moving a ll ru n-ups to the
west side ru n-up pad.  Un t il th a t  t ime, it
would be beneficia l if ma in t enance
opera tors would cont inu e to keep
deta iled logs r ecordin g per t inent  det a ils
of the run-up  procedures.  Th is would
h elp  in  in vest iga t in g com pla in t s
regard ing engine m aint ena nce ru n-ups
and ana lyzing th e success of the cur ren t
run-up policy.

Addit iona l measures tha t  could be
under taken  to reinforce the exis t ing run-
up policies in clude pavemen t  marking
(Exh ibit 6B  depict s t he suggest ed

pavement  ma rk ings) and sign age which
would communicate appropr ia te a ircraft
ru n-up locat ions.

Im p lem en t a t ion  Action s.  Sin ce t h is
is an  exist ing policy, no specific
implementa t ion  actions a re n ecessa ry.
The Airport  Author ity could consider
pavement  markings  and s ignage on  the
eastern  run-up  pad . Main tenance
opera tors should cont inu e to keep
deta iled logs recording th e det a ils of
pert inent  ru n-up pr ocedures.

Cost  a nd  Fun d ing.  As a n  exis t ing
policy, no a ddit iona l cost s would be
borne by t he a irpor t  users.  The Airpor t
Au t h or i t y  w i l l  i n cu r  n or m a l
adm inist ra t ive cost s for  in forma t iona l
effort s.  A minim al cost  would be
incurred for  signa ge an d pa vemen t
ma rkings shou ld the Airpor t  choose to
under ta ke t hese  a ct ivit ies.  F or
budget ing pu rposes, th is cost is
est ima ted a t  $5,000.

Tim ing.  Th is is  an  exist ing policy
which  is recommended t o cont inu e.

2. Co n t i n u a t i o n  o f  e x i s t i n g
m i l i t a ry  a i r c r a f t  t ra i n i n g
p ro c e du re s  and pu blicat ion of
these  p ro ce d u re s  w it h in  t h e
De pa rt me n t o f D e fe n s e’s  flig h t
informat ion  pu bli cat io n  AP/1,
Arca  P l a n n i n g - N or t h  a n d
S ou t h  Amer ica  a s  w e ll a s t h e
IFR Su pplem en t.

D esc r i p t i on .  I n for m a l a ir cr a ft
t r a in in g pr ocedu r es  h a ve  been
established for  loca l milit a ry a ir cra ft  a s
well  a s  a ircra ft   from  Offu t t   Air  Force
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Base (AFB).  It  is r ecommended tha t
th ese procedures, sum marized below, be
cont inued.

In  a  memo da ted August  16, 1996, a
number  of noise procedu res for  a ircra ft
a r r iving from t he Offut t Air F orce Base
are out lined.  These procedures  were
developed with  input  from the a irpor t ,
a irpor t  t ra ffic con t rol tower  (ATCT), and
Offu t t  AFB representa t ives  and are
solely recommenda t ions, a s n o specific
forma l or  in forma l procedures have been
a d op t e d .  Th e p r oced u r es  a r e
sum ma rized as follows.

• Circling approaches by Offu t t  AFB
a ircra ft  will only be conducted
between the hours of 0800 and 1600
loca l t ime (8:00 a .m . t o 4:00 p.m .).

• Offu t t  AFB pilot s will be a sked t o fly
their  VFR pa tt ern s downwind, just
west of th e Airpark.

• Lincoln  Airpor t  Author ity will per mit
Offu t t  AFB a ir cra ft  t o t r ansit ion  a t
the a irport  between 2200 a nd 2400
loca l t ime (10:00 p.m . to 12:00 a .m .).
The following pr ocedures a re to be
used by Offu t t  AFB pilots dur ing th is
t ime fra me:

- Upon complet ion  of the approach ,
the a ircra ft  a re issued  standard
corr idor  headings  (i.e., 300 or
210).

- The a ircra ft  a re assigned a n
a lt itude of 4,000 feet  mean sea
level (MSL).

- Crosswind turns  should be star ted
no sooner  than  two miles  from the

depar ture end of the runway to
wh ich  the approach  had been
condu cted, no lower t han  3,000
feet  MSL.

- Downwind tur ns should be
commenced four  and six miles
from the a irpor t .

- Descent  from 4,000 feet  MSL will
be issued  on  the base turn .

The Nebraska  Air  Na tiona l Guard
(NANG) ha s made effort s to develop a
noise aba tement  procedure to be used
by their  a ircra ft  du r ing pr act ice
opera t ions.  This procedure is ou t lined
with in  th eir opera tions n otes a nd is as
follows, “Use CAT (Ca tegor y) E
m in im u m s for  pr a ct ice circl in g
appr oaches and t ry to avoid direct
overfligh t  of wes t  hous ing area .”  The
use of CAT E minim ums places the
a ir cra ft  a t  an  a ltit ude of 800 feet  above
ground level (AGL) versu s t he t ypica l
500-foot  AGL a lt itude u t ilized by t he
types of a ircra ft  opera ted by NANG.

The milita ry u t ilizes  the AP/1 and  the
I F R Supplement  for  pu b li sh in g
approach  an d depart ur e procedures at
va r ious a irport s a cross t he Un ited
Sta tes.  It  would be beneficia l if those
procedures u t ilized by Offu t t  AFB and
NANG pilot s were publish ed with in
th ese guides .  Th is would a llow
trans ien t  pilot s to lessen  the impact  of
t h e i r  t r a in in g on  s u r r ou n din g
neighborh oods.

Im p l em e n t a t i on  Action s.  The NANG
unit ’s t ra in ing procedures sh ould be
published with in  the milita ry AP/1 and
IFR  Su pplemen t .   This  would  provide

The Air por t
Au t h or i t y  w i l l  i n cu r  n or m a l
admin ist ra t ive cost s for  in forma t iona l
effort s.

Tim ing.  This is an  exist ing policy
which  is recommended t o cont inu e.

3.  En co u rage  the  use  o f Adv isory
C i r c u l a r  9 1 - 5 3 A ,  N o i s e
A b a t e m e n t  D e p a r t u r e
P r oced u r es for La r ge J et s .

D esc ri p t i on .  The Airpor t  Author ity
sh ould actively encourage la rge jet
opera tors to use the procedures out lined
with in  Advisory Circula r  (AC) 91-53A.
Th is AC provides for  two s tandard th ru st
cutba ck procedures.  One focuses on
noise aba tement  near  the a irpor t  (the
close-in procedure), while th e other
aba tes noise fur ther  a wa y from the
a irpor t  (the dis tan t  procedure).  The
in ten t  of the AC is to provide guidelines
for  a ircra ft  oper a tor s t o est ablish  sa fe
and effect ive procedures tha t a r e used a t
a ll a irpor t s  across the count ry.  (A
complete descr ipt ion  of AC 91-53A is
included in  Appen dix  D .)

Im p l em e n t a t i on  Action s.  Sin ce t h is is
a n  exi s t in g p olicy,  n o specific
implementa t ion  act ions  a re n ecessa ry.
The Airpor t  Author ity sh ould r eflect  th is

policy on  pilot  gu ides, s ign s, pilot
mailings, and  on  the Lincoln  Airpor t
In ternet  Web Site.

Cost  a nd  Fun d ing.  As an  exist ing
policy, no additiona l cost s would be
borne by the a irpor t  users.  The Airpor t
Au t h or i t y  w i l l  i n cu r  n or m a l
adm inist ra t ive cost s for  in forma t iona l
effort s.

Tim ing.  This is an  exist ing policy
which  is recommended t o cont inu e.

4. Encourage  use  o f  NBAA Noise
Abatemen t  Procedures .

D esc ri p t i on . The Airpor t  Author ity
sh ould act ively en cour age business jet
opera tors to use the Nat iona l Business
Avia t ion  Associa t ion  (NBAA) Approach
and Landing Procedure and  Standard
N o i s e  A b a t e m e n t  D e p a r t u r e
Pr ocedures, or  equ iva len t  qu iet -flying
p roced u res developed by a ir cr a ft
ma nu factur ers.  The NBAA s tandard
procedure involves the management  of
th rust , flap set t ings, speed, and climb
ra te to reduce noise quickly after
takeoff.  (A complete descr ipt ion  of the
procedure is  in  Appen dix  D .)

The NBAA ha s also published noise
aba tement  a ppr oach  procedures for  jet
a ircra ft .  These include us ing minimum
approach  flap set t ings, ma inta in ing
minimum speed, and m in imizing the
use of reverse t hru st  a fter  landing,
con sis t en t  wit h  sa fet y.  Th ese
pr ocedu res a re a lso included in
Appen dix  D .
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Im p l em e n t a t i on  Action s.  S ince th is is
a n  ex is t ing  pol icy , no  specifi c
implementa t ion  act ions  a re necessa ry.
The Airpor t  Author ity should reflect  th is
policy on pilot guides, sign s, pilot
ma ilings, and  on  the Lincoln  Airpor t
In ternet  Web Site.

Cost  a nd  Fun d ing.  As an  exis t ing
policy, no addit iona l cost s would be
borne by t he a irpor t  users.  The Air por t
Au t h or i t y  w i l l  i n cu r  n or m a l
adm inist ra t ive cost s for  in forma t iona l
effort s.

Tim ing.  This is an  exist ing policy
which  is recommended t o cont inu e.

5. P romo te  use  of  AOPA Noise
Aw areness  Steps by  ligh t s in gle
an d tw in-en gine  aircraft .

D esc ri p t i on .  The Aircraft  Owners and
Pilot s Associa t ion  (AOPA) encourages
qu iet  a nd n eigh bor ly flying b y
dist r ibut ing genera lized noise abatement
procedures for  use by propeller  a ircra ft .
These "Noise Awaren ess Steps" have
recommendat ions on h ow to fly the
a ircra ft , a s well a s where to fly.  Most  of
the st eps pr ovide gu idance on  pilot
technique when maneuvering nea r
noise-sensit ive ar eas.  The st eps also
encourage coopera t ion  with  the a irpor t
st a ff on n oise aba tem ent  issues.  These
pr ocedu res a re list ed in  Appen dix  D  of
th is document .

It  is not  possible to predict  how often
th ese pr ocedu res would be used , so it is
not  possible to quant ify t heir  effects on
noise.  Never theless, an y use of th ese
procedures will help the overa ll noise

con dit ion s  a r ou n d t h e  a i r p or t .
Consequ en t ly, the a irpor t  st a ff sh ould
cont inue t o encour age th eir u se.

Im p lem en t a t ion  Action s.  Sin ce t h is
is an  exist ing policy, no specific
implementa t ion  actions a re n ecessa ry.
The Airpor t  Author ity sh ould reflect
th is policy on  fu ture published  pilot
guides, signs, pilot m ailings, and on the
Lincoln Airpor t  In ternet  Web Site.

Cost  a n d  Fu nd in g.  As an  exis t ing
policy, no addit iona l cost s would be
borne by the a irpor t  users.  The Air por t
Au t h or i t y  w i l l  i n cu r  n or m a l
adm inist ra t ive cost s for  in forma t iona l
effort s.

Tim ing.  Th is is  an  exist ing policy
which  is recommended t o cont inu e.

The recommended land use mit iga t ion
measu res for  the vicin ity of Lincoln
Air por t  a re pr esented on the following
pa ges and summarized wit h in  Table
6C.

1. Chan ge  the  bou n d arie s  of t h e
A i r p o r t  E n v i r o n s  N o i s e
D i s t r i c t  t o  e n c o m p a s s
d e v e l o p i n g  a r e a s  w h i c h
r e c e iv e  m i l i t a r y  t r a i n i n g
overfl ight  act iv i ty .

D esc ri p t i on .  Considera t ion  sh ould be
given to expandin g the exis t ing
bounda r ies    of   the   Air por t    Environs
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Noise Dist r ict  to the wes t  to capture the
a reas impacted by t ouch-and-go act ivity
west of the a irport .  The r ecommended
bounda r ies a re depicted  on  Ex h ib it  6C.
Milita ry t ra in ing act ivit ies  impact  the
a reas wh ich  a re su ggested for  inclu sion .

Im p l em e n ta t ion Ac tions.  The r evision
of th e Airport  En virons N oise Distr ict
boundary would r equ ir e an  amendment
to the City of Lincoln’s zonin g ordinance.

Cost  a nd  Fun d ing.  Adopt ion  of th is
measure wou ld in volve adm inist ra t ive
expenses for  the City of Lin coln .  Th ese
expenses would have to be paid out  of
the City of Lincoln’s opera t ing budget.

Tim ing.  Amen dmen ts t o zoning
ordinances t ake t ime to prepare and
process.  The required amen dmen ts for
th is measu re a re projected for  2004.

2. Upda te  the  General Plan  to
re flec t  the  Airport  En v iro n s
Noise  Dis tric t  boundary. 

D esc ri p t i on .  With in  the Cit y of Lincoln
and Lancaster  County’s compreh en sive
pla n , reference is m ade to th e city’s
Air por t  Environs Noise Dist r ict  and
A i r p o r t  Z o n i n g  R e g u l a t i o n s .
Considera t ion  sh ould be given  to
incorpora t ing an  exhibit  depict ing the
bounda r ies of the var ious dist r ict s in to
the pla n .  Many individua ls u t ilize
compr ehensive or  genera l plan s when
consider ing the purchase of proper ty.
Incorpora t ing an exhibit depict ing the
a reas impacted by a irpor t  opera t ions
in to the Gener a l Pla n  would a llow for
fu r ther  fa ir  disclosure of the impact  of
th e airport  on its en virons.

Im p l em e n t a t i on  Action s.  Th is policy
can  be established by amending the
2025 Lincoln  and  Lan caster Coun ty
Com prehensive Plan .

Cost  a nd  Fun d ing.  Adopt ion  of th is
measure would involve adm inist ra t ive
expenses for  the City of Lincoln /
L a n c a s t e r  C o u n t y  P l a n n i n g
Depar tment .  These expenses  would
have to be pa id  out  of opera t ing
budgets.

Tim ing.  Amendments  to genera l p lans
ta ke t ime to prepa r e a nd  process.  The
required amendments for  th is  measure
a re projected for  2004.

3. Update  the  Gen eral  Plan  to
re flec t  th e  2002 no ise  co n to u rs
p re p a re d as  part of this  F .A.R.
Part  150 Study.

Descr ip t i on .  With in  the City of
Lin coln  a nd La n ca st er  Coun t y’s
compr ehensive pla n , consider a t ion
sh ould be given  to incorpora t ing an
exh ibit  depict ing t he boundar ies of the
noise contours prepared  as par t  of th is
F .A.R Par t  150 St udy.  The 2002 60, 65,
70, and 75 DNL noise contours would be
appropr ia te for a dopt ion  as t hey
represent  the “worst  case” noise
scenar io.

Im p l em e n t a t i on  Action s.  Th is policy
can  be established  by amending the
2025 L incoln  and  Lancaster Coun ty
Com prehensive Plan .

Cost  a nd  Fun d ing.  Adopt ion  of th is
measure would in volve adm inist ra t ive
expenses    for     the    City   of   Lincoln/
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Lancast er  County P lann ing Depar t -
ment .  Th ese expen ses would have to be
paid out  of opera ting budgets.

Tim ing.  Amendments to genera l p lans
ta ke t ime to prepare and  process.  The
required amendments  for  th is  measure
a re projected for  2004.

4. Modify t h e e xi st in g Airpo rt
E n v i r o n s  N o i s e  D i s t r i c t
re g u la tio n s t o re fle c t th e  2002
noise  co n to u rs  an d inc orporate
t h e 60 DNL noise  con tour into
the  regulat ions .

Descr ip t ion . Based on  the milita ry
t ra in ing act ivity which occurs a t  the
a irpor t , as  well as  the size and sh ape of
the new noise con tours for  the a irpor t ,
consider a t ion  should be given t o
modifying the regula t ions conta ined
with in  the Airpor t  Environs Noise
Dist r ict .  These changes pr imar ily rela te
t o the dist r ict  bounda ry an d the uses
a llowed with in th e var ious n oise
cont our s .  Ad dit ion a l s u ppor t in g
in format ion  is  conta ined  in  Appe nd ix
E .

As discussed pr eviously in  th is chapter ,
con sider a t ion  cou ld be given t o
expa ndin g the bounda ry of the n oise
distr ict  to the west  a s depicted on
Exh ibit 6C.  This a rea  is planned for
r esiden t ia l land u ses with in  t he
comprehen sive plan .  Should t he
bou n d a r y be ext ended, a viga t ion
easements would be required  pr ior  to the
development  of th is a rea  wh ich  would
help to ensure tha t  fu ture proper ty
owners a re aware of the impact  of the
a irpor t .

The previously prepared 65 DNL noise
contour  is very s imila r  in  shape to the
2002 60 DNL n oise contour .  Dur ing the
pr epa ra t ion  of the ANCLUC study in
1980, the 60 DNL noise con tour  was
recommended to be incorpora ted in to
the land u se r egu la t ions for  the Cit y
and County.  However , du e t o th e la rge
size of the 60 DNL noise contour  a t  the
t ime and the amount  of land  conta ined
with in  the contour , it  was det ermined
tha t lan d use regula t ion  with in t he 60
DNL noise cont our  was n ot feasible.
Changes in  the fleet  mix u t ilizing the
a irpor t  and a  decrease in t he noise
levels produced by the a irpor t , however ,
ma ke it  rea sonable t o regu la te land
uses with in t he 60 DNL n oise contour .

Due to the sim ila r it y in  shape of the
pr eviously prepared 65 DNL noise
contour  and the 2002 60 DNL noise
con tour , it  is  recommended tha t  the 60
DNL noise contour  be incorpora ted in to
the Airport  Environs Noise Dist r ict .
This change to the r egu la t ions would
have a  minim al effect  on land u ses as
the a rea  is curren t ly regu la ted by t he
l a n d  u s e  r e g u l a t i on s .   T h e
recommended change to the regula t ions
would en su re t ha t  noise-sensit ive
dwellin gs a re soun d-insu lat ed to
min imize the impa ct  of a ir cr a ft
opera t ions on  residen t s.  Development
could be a llowed to occur  with in  th is
noise con tour ; however, a  requirem ent
for  t h e in cor por a t ion  of sou n d
a t tenua t ion  s tandards in to the design
and const ruct ion  could be incorpora ted.
Addit iona lly, the incorpora t ion  of some
form of fa ir disclosu re shou ld be
requ ired.  The fair  disclosu re could ta ke
the form of maps illus t ra t ing the
va r ious    boun dar ies    of    the   Airpor t
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Environs Noise Dist r ict  with in t he sa les
office of the new subdivision .

It  is also recommended tha t  the land
uses a llowed within the 2002 65 DNL
noise con t our  be m odified to not  a llow
the developmen t  of noise-sensit ive
development  with in t h is contour .  The
F AA s t r on g ly  d is cou r a g e s  t h e
con s t r u ct i on  of  n oi s e - s e n s i t i v e
developments with in t he 65 DNL n oise
contour .  The const ru ction of residences,
schools, churches , and  librar ies  should
not  be allowed within the 65 DNL noise
contour .

T h e  cu r r e n t  r e q u i r e m e n t s  of
development  with in  the 70 and 75 DNL
noise contours should r ema in  a s
cur ren t ly st a ted  with in  the Airpor t
Environs Noise Dist r ict .

Exh ibit 6D depict s the r ecommended
bounda r ies of t he va r ious  zones  and
Table  6A out lines a  poten tia l noise
compa t ibility over lay m at r ix which
could be included with in t he modified
Air por t  Environs Noise Dist r ict .

Im p l em e n t a t i on  Action s. The City of
Lincoln  sh ould a mend it s exis t ing
zon ing or dinance to reflect  the changes
to th e Airport  En virons N oise Dist r ict
regulat ions.

Cos t  a nd  Fun d ing.  This  measure
would involve adm inistra tive expenses.
Funding would  come from the opera t ing
bu dget  of the Cit y.

The a dopt ion  of special
project  review crit er ia , specifica lly
a d d r e s s i n g  a i r p or t  l a n d  u s e
compa t ibility needs, would provide
gu idance to lan d use decision-ma kers a s
th ey review project pr oposals.

The following project  review crit er ia
sh ould be included in  the loca l genera l
pla ns or  as check list s for  considera t ion
b y  l oca l  p l a n n e r s ,  p l a n n i n g
comm issions, an d govern ing bodies.
These cr iter ia  a re specifica lly suggest ed

for  u s e in  r eview in g p la n n ed
development , rezoning, special u se,
con d i t ion a l  u s e,  a n d  va r ia n ce
a pplica t ion s  wit h in  t h e Air por t
Envir ons N oise Dis t r ict .  The following
crit eria a re su ggested:

- Determine the sensit ivity of t h e
subject  land  use to a ircraft  noise
levels. Table  6A, if adopted, ca n  be
used for  th is purpose.

- Advise the a irpor t  management  of
development  proposa ls in volving
noise-sensit ive land u ses  with in  the
2002 60 DNL noise contour .

- Loca te noise-sensit ive pu blic facili-
t ies ou ts ide the 2002 60 DNL
contour  and  away from the primary
a ircra ft  t ra ffic pa t tern , if possible.
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- Discour age the a pprova l of rezoni-
ngs, except ions, va r ia nces, a nd con-
dit iona l uses wh ich  int roduce noise-
sensit ive development  in to a reas
exposed to noise exceeding 60 DNL.

- Wher e noise-sensit ive development
with in  the 60 DNL noise contour
mu st  be permit ted , encoura ge
developer s t o incorpora te the
following mea sur es in to their  sit e
designs:

(1) Where noise-sen sit ive uses  will
be inside a la rger, mixed-use
bu ildin g, loca te noise-sen sit ive
act ivit ies on  the s ide of the bu ildin g
opposit e the prevailing direct ion  of
a ircra ft  fligh t .

(2) Where noise-sensitive uses ar e
p a r t  of a  lar ger m ixed-us e
development , use the height  and
or ien ta t ion  of compa t ible uses, and
the height  and  or ien ta t ion  of
landscape fea tures  such  as na tu ra l
h ills, ravin es , a nd man-made
berms, to sh ield noise-sensit ive
uses from ground noise genera ted
a t  the a irpor t .

Im p l em e n t a t i on  Action s. The City of
Lincoln  should adopt  these project
guidelines  as par t  of the Airpor t
En virons N oise Distr ict r egula tions.

Cost  a nd  Fun d ing.  Th is measure
would involve adm inistra tive expenses.
Funding would come from the opera t ing
bu dget  of the Cit y.

Tim ing.  For plan ning pur poses, th is is
projected for  2004.

6. Main ta in  c o m p a t i b ly -z on e d
areas w ithin  th e  2002 60  DNL
n o is e  c on t ou r w h e n  p o ss ib le .

Descr ip t ion .  The major ity of the a rea
conta ined with in  t he 2002 60 DNL
noise cont our  is cur ren t ly zoned for
compa t ible lan d uses.  When  possible,
the a reas tha t a re zoned for  compa t ible
use sh ould be ma int a ined.

Im p l em e n t a t i on  Act i on s .  Th is
measure would be im plemen ted by t he
City of Lincoln .

Cos t  a nd  Fun d ing.  This  measure
would involve adm inistra tive expenses.
Funding would come from the opera t ing
bu dget  of the Cit y.

Tim ing.  This is an  on-going measu re
with  no implementa t ion  t ime frame.

7. Lobby  st at e  leg is latu re  to
m o d i f y  f a i r  d i s c l o s u r e
re g u l a t io n  t o  in c o r p o r a te
c la u s e s regarding  the  impa cts

Descr ip t ion .  St a te legisla tu re sh ould
be lobbied to cla r ify or  revise the
N ebrask a R eal Estate Com m ission
S eller Property Condition  Disclosure
S tatem ent to enhance the fa ir  disclosure
of a ir cra ft noise impa cts. Port ions of
Sect ion  C, Tit le Condit ions, on  the
cur ren t  sta temen t  would be modified to
not ify buyers of the exist ence of
aviga t ion  easements on  the proper ty.
Rea ltors would need to be educa ted on
the   existence  and  poten t ia l  effects  of
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t ra nspor ta t ion  noise as  well as  the
in ten t  of aviga t ion  ea sements .  The
P r op er t y  C on d i t i on  D i s cl os u r e
S tatem ent could a lso be modified to
include a  special ca tegor y for  the
disclosur e of t ranspor ta t ion  noise and
avigat ion ea sement s.

Im p lem en t a t i on  Act ion s .  Th is
requires adopt ion  of legisla ture by t he
Sta t e of Nebraska .

Cost  a nd  Fun d ing.  Th is mea su re will
involve adm inistr a t ive and  lobbying
expenses tha t  will have to be pa id
through the opera t ing budget  of the
Air por t  Author ity and  the St a te of
Nebraska .

Tim ing.  For  planning pur poses, th is is
projected for  2004.

8. U t i l i z e  f a i r  d i s c l o s u r e
cov en an ts  a n d  si gn a g e  in  n e w
d e v e l o p m e n t s  w i t h i n  t h e
Airport  Env irons  No ise  Dis tri c t
t o  n o t i f y  p r o s p e c t i v e
lan do w n e rs  of the  presen ce  of
a ircraft  ope ration s . 

Descr ip t ion . A fa ir disclosu re covena nt
sh ould be r equ ired pr ior  to the approva l
of a su bdivision plat .  Since la rge
por t ions of undeveloped land a re
conta ined with in  th e var ious n oise
con t ou r s , es t a blish m en t  of fa ir
disclosur e policies would have an  a ffect
on  a  la rge number  of poten t ia l proper ty
owners.

Addit iona lly, d iscussions  with  the
Planning Advisory Commit tee (PAC),
loca l officials, and landowners indica ted
tha t  the u se of sign age wit h in

development  a reas would be beneficia l
in  making prospect ive buyers a ware of
the impact  of t he a irpor t  on  a reas
with in  th e Airport  En virons N oise
Dist r ict .  New developers wit h in  the
Air por t  Environs  Noise Dis t r ict  will be
required to pos t  the noise contours
wit h in  t h e sa les office of t h e
development .  Th is would help to ensure
tha t fu ture proper ty owners a re aware
of the noise produced by the airport
pr ior  to pu rchasin g pr oper ty in  the
a rea .

Im p l em e n t a t i on  Action s.  These
condit ions would be requ ired a s pa r t  of
a  pla t  a ppr ova l.  The cu r r en t
su bdivision  regulat ions a nd pla t
approva l process would need to be
amended.

Cost  a n d  Fu n d ing.  This  measure
would involve adm inistra tive expenses.
Funding would come from the Cit y of
Lincoln’s opera t ing budget

Tim ing.  For plan ning pur poses, th is is
projected for  2004.

P R O GR AM MAN AGEMEN T

ELEMEN T

The su ccess  of the Noise Compa t ibilit y
Program requires a  con t inu ing effor t  to
monitor  compliance and ident ify n ew or
unan t icipa ted problems and changing
condit ions.  F ive progra m management
measu res a re r ecommended a t  Lincoln
Air por t .  The Airpor t  Authorit y, a s
a irpor t  opera tor, is r esponsible for
implem en t ing these measu res.  They
are discussed below and summarized in
Table  6C.
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1. E s t a b l i s h  a  Ge o g r a p h i c
Informat ion  Syste m  (GIS) fo r
r e c e i v i n g , a n a l y z in g ,  a n d
resp on din g to no ise  c omp laints ;
p u blis h in g the  prepared  no ise
c o n t o u r s ; a n d  c o m m u n i t y
o u tre a ch .

D esc ri p t i on .  The a irpor t  cur ren t ly has
a  system  of recordin g and r espondin g to
noise compla in t s, a s well a s pro-act ive
community out reach  effort s.  In
a ddit ion  to recording and filing
complain ts, it  is impor tan t  for  the
a irpor t  management  to respond to
complain ts, even if it is not  possible to
ta ke remedia l act ion .  As pa r t  of th is
effor t , it is r ecommended tha t  the
Air por t  Author ity update the cur ren t
noise compla in t  monitor ing system.
The Airpor t  Author ity should develop a
computer ized GIS system t o map the
noise compla in t s to bet ter  ident ify
geograph ic pa t t erns and t r ends tha t
em erge wh ich  may deserve special
a t t en t ion .  The system could a lso be
ut ilized to t rack and publish  avigat ion
ea semen ts in  the Airport  vicin ity.

Compla in t s a re an  imper fect  indica tor
of noise pr oblems.  Th e t en dency of an
individua l to file a complaint  depends
on many per sona l var iables including
socioeconomic st a tus, housing ten ure,
sen sit ivity to noise, feelings  about  the
avia t ion  indust ry, and expecta t ions
about  overa ll neigh borhood liva bilit y.
Recognizing tha t  complain t s a re limited
in  their  abilit y to clea r ly revea l the
existence and scope of noise p roblems,
t h e  s t a ff sh ou ld  n e v e r t h e l e s s
per iodically ana lyze the compla in t
records.  I f the geographic pa t tern  of
complain ts, or  the cau ses of complain ts,
indica te tha t consisten t pr oblems exist,

t h e a ir por t  m a n a gem en t  s h ou ld
invest iga te and, if possible, seek
correct ive act ion .

The GIS syst em could a lso be u t ilized to
publish  the a irport ’s noise con tours on
it s Web Site; thereby, a llowing for  an
a ddit iona l level of fa ir  disclosure for
th ose who choose to loca te with in  the
a reas impa cted by a irport  opera tions.
For  exam ple, an  int erface cou ld be
developed which  would  a llow a
pr ospect ive owner  to type in an a ddress
to det ermine t he loca t ion  of the
proper ty as it  relat es to the noise
contours a nd the  Airport  itself.

Im p l em e n t a t i on  Action s.  When  the
Air por t  Author it y has the funding to
buy the geogra ph ica l in format ion
system, it  sh ould request  cost  pr oposa ls
from qua lified softwa re suppliers a nd
con su lt a n t s for  in st a lla t ion  a n d
t ra in ing.

Cost  a n d  Fun d ing.  Th is will involve
adm inist ra t ive cost s, purchasing of a
geograph ic inform at ion system, setu p of
the system, and t r a in ing.  This is
est ima ted a t  $50,000.

Acqu is it ion  of t h e geogr a ph ica l
in format ion  sys tem would be eligible for
Federa l funding th rough  the noise set -
aside of the Airpor t  Improvement
Program (AIP).  Th is would cover  up to
90 percen t  of the cost s.  The ba lance
would be funded by the a irport  capit a l
budget .

Tim ing.  Im plem en ta t ion  is dependent
upon Airport  Im provemen t  P rogram
funding and, therefore, t he t iming for
th is recommenda t ion  is not  predictable.
For      planning     purposes,     however ,
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implementa t ion  is projected for  2004-
2005.

2. P repa re  mi l itary  an d c iv i lian
p i lot  g u id e s  to  m ak e  tra n s ie n t
pi lots  aw are  o f the  no i se
a ba te m e n t procedures  w hich
have  b e en  e s ta bli sh e d  for
mi li tary tra in ing  act iv i ti e s .

D esc ri p t i on . Pilot guides descr ibing
civilian  an d milita ry airport  noise
aba tement  informat ion sh ould be
prepa red for  wide dist r ibu t ion  to pilot s
us ing Lincoln Airport .  The guide
sh ould include a n  aer ia l ph oto sh owing
the a irport  and the su rrounding a rea ,
point ing out  noise-sensit ive lan d uses,
a n d  pr efer r ed  n oise  a ba t em en t
procedures.  It  could a lso include other
in format ion  abou t  t he a irpor t  t hat
pilot s would find useful. The guide
sh ould be su itable for  in ser t ion  in to a
J eppesen  manua l so tha t pilot s will be
able t o conven ien t ly use it .

Air por t  management  should  dis t r ibu te
copies to a ll owners of a ir cra ft  based a t
t he airport a nd t o th e fixed base
opera tor s so they can  offer  them to
tr an sient  pilots.

Addit iona lly, the Airport  curren t ly
receives a  la rge amount  of t rans ien t
milita ry t ra in ing act ivity which  is  the
source of many of the noise compla in t s
a t  the a irport .  The informal procedures
developed by Offu t t  Air  Force Base and
the NANG have lessened  the impa ct  of
their    respective  t ra in ing  act ivit ies  on

the Airport  environs.  It  would be
ben eficia l to crea te a pilot  guide
ut ilizing the procedures crea ted by
Offu t t  AFB and NANG pilots for t hose
t rans ien t  milit a ry pilots which  u t ilize
the a irpor t  for  t ra ining activities.
Making these p ilot s  aware of the
in forma l procedur es would help to
lessen  the impa ct  of milita ry t ra in ing
act ivity on  surrounding neighborh oods.

Im p l em e n t a t i on .   Th e Airpor t
Author ity is r esponsible for  a r ranging
for  pu blicat ion  of a  pilot gu ide.

Cost  a n d  Fu n d i n g .  The cost  of pilot
guides is est ima ted a t  $10,000.  I t  is
cu r ren t ly budget ed a s pa r t  of th is
F .A.R. Par t  150 St udy. Th e pilot  guides
sh ould be r evised an d reissued a s
needed.  For planning purposes, it  is
est ima ted tha t  it will need to be
republished every th ree year s at  a cost
of appr oxima tely $5,000.

Tim ing.  Publica t ion  of  pilot  guides is
planned for  2004.

3. R e vi ew  Noise  Comp atibi li ty
P ro gra m  im p le m e n ta tio n .

D esc ri p t i on .  The a irpor t  management
mu st  monitor  complia nce wit h  the
Noise Abatement  Element .  This  will
involve  checking per iodically with
a irpor t  users and the loca l Tower
Manager rega rdin g complia nce wit h  the
in for m a l m i l i t a r y  a n d c iv i l ia n
procedures.  Addit iona lly, the run-up
policy and noise compla in t  in format ion
sh ould be reviewed per iodica lly to
eva lua te t he success of the progra m.
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It  may be n ecessa ry from t ime to t ime
to a r range for  noise monitoring, noise
modeling, or  fligh t  t r ack a na lysis to
study issues  tha t  may ar ise in  t he
fu ture.

The Air por t  Authority should also
main ta in  communica t ions  with  the
Lincoln/Lan caster  Coun ty P lann ing
Depar tment  to follow progress in
implem en t ing the relevan t m easu res of
the Land Use Managemen t  Elemen t .
When  needed, consu lta n ts will be
u t ilized to assis t  with  the prepara tion
and a dopt ing of revisions  to th e Cit y’s
zoning ordinance to ensu re compa t ible
deve lopm en t  wit h in  t h e Air por t
environs.

Im p lem e n t a t i o n  Ac t ion s .  Th e
adm inist ra t ive act ions discussed above
in  the "Descr ipt ion" will be n ecessa ry.

Cost  a nd  Fun d ing.  This  measure will
require admin ist r a t ive t ime and st a ff
suppor t .  Expen dit ures for  special noise
m on it or in g, modeling s tudies , or
consulta n t  service could  be necessary
from t ime to t ime.  For  budget ing
pur poses, t h is cost  is estima ted at
$20,000 every three yea r s.  This would
be covered  t h rough t he a irpor t
opera t ing budget .

Tim ing.  This is an  ongoing act ivity
tha t should begin a s soon a s th e Noise
Compat ibility Program is appr oved.

4. Upda te  Noise  Exposure  Maps
a n d  N o i s e  C o m p a t i b i l i t y
P r og ra m .

D esc ri p t i on .  The a irpor t  management
sh ould review the Noise Compat ibility

Program (NCP) and  cons ider  revis ions
a nd refinem en ts a s n ecessa ry.  A
complete plan  upda te will be needed
per iodically to respond to changing
condit ions  in   the  loca l  a rea  and  in  the
avia t ion  indust ry.  This can  be
an t icipa ted every five to t en  yea rs.  An
upda te may be needed sooner , however,
if ma jor  changes occur .  An  upda te may
not  be needed unt il lat er if conditions a t
the a irpor t  and in  the su rrounding ar ea
rema in  stable or do not  change a s
ant icipa ted  in  the P lan .

Proposed changes  to the NCP sh ould be
reviewed by th e FAA and a ll affected
a ir cra ft  opera tor s and loca l a gencies.
Proposed changes should be su bm it ted
to the FAA for  approva l a ft er  loca l
consu lta t ion  and a  pu blic hea r ing to
comply with  F .A.R. Par t  150.

Even if the NCP does not  need to be
upda ted, it   may  become  n ecessa ry  to
upda te the Noise Exposure Maps
(NEM).  F .A.R. Par t  150 requires  the
NEM to be updated  if any change in  the
opera t ion  of the a irpor t  would crea te a
substan t ia l, new non-compa t ible use.
The FAA in terprets  th is  to mean an
increa se in  noise levels of 1.5  DNL or
more, above 65 DNL, over  non-
compa t ible a reas tha t  had former ly
been compa t ible.

As a  ru le of thumb, the t r igger  for
determining the need  for  contour
updat ing is a  17 percent  change in
equ iva lent  opera tions by th e loudest
a ir cra ft  regu la r ly us ing the a irport .

No specific
implementa t ion  act ions, other  t han
those d iscussed above, a re r equired.  

Cost  a nd  Fun d ing.  Cost s of a
com plet e  u pd a t e of t h e N oise
Compat ibility Program are est imated a t
$300,000.  Th is would be eligible for  up
to 90 percent  funding from the FAA.
The Lincoln  Airport  Author ity would be
responsible for  the remainder  which
would come from the a irpor t  capit a l
budget .

Timi n g .  This should be done as
necessa ry.  Upda tes a re t ypically
needed every five to ten  year s,
depending on  how much change occurs
a t  the a irpor t  and in  the loca l a rea .  F or
p lanning pur poses, two upda tes ca n  be
expected over t he n ext 20 year s.

RESIDUAL NOISE IMPACTS

The recommended noise aba tement
measu res a re all cont inua tions of
exist ing measures and do not  involve
any changes  tha t  would  a lter  the
exis t ing (2002) or  fu ture (2007 and
2022) noise contours presented in
Chapter  Two.  The 2002, 2007, a nd
2022 noise exposure contours a re
depicted on  Exh ibits  6E, 6F , a nd 6G.
A summary of the n oise-sensit ive
impa cts is  conta ined with in  Table  6B .

S U MMAR Y

The Noise Compat ibility P rogr am for
Lincoln  Air por t  is summarized in  Table

6C on  t he next page.  The total cost of
the progra m is estima ted at  $440,000.
Most  of the cos ts a re rela ted  to the
pr epa ra t ion  and  pr in t ing of pilot  guides
($25,000) and  the es tablishment  of a
GIS system ($50,000).  Other  sign ifica nt
cost s inclu de fu ture upda tes of the
Program ($300,000) and miscellaneous
special studies tha t  may be needed to
ass is t  wit h  m on it or in g P r ogr a m
implementa t ion  ($60,000).

E igh t y-n in e per cen t  of t he cost
($391,500) would be eligible for  FAA
funding through the reliever a nd n oise
set -asides of the Federa l Airpor t
Improvement  Program.  The remain ing
11 percen t  of the cost  ($48,500) would
be pa id through the a irpor t  opera t ing
an d capita l budgets.

The recommended noise aba tement
measures can  r educe distu rbing a ir cra ft
noise in  the a rea .  The land  use
planning measures can  a lso help to
limit  the poten t ial for  fu ture noise-
sensit ive development  in  the a irpor t
a rea .  Cont inuing program managemen t
will p rovide for  a  t imely response to
condit ions tha t  may change over  t ime
and require a  re-eva lua t ion  of fu ture
noise condit ions.  While the a irpor t
management  must  provide leader sh ip
and coordina t ion  of the en t ire program,
success h inges on the cooper a t ion  of a ll
involved par ties.
